In Blythe- 
ville, it was estimated that 12 
per cent of the qualified voters 
cast their ballots in the first 45 
minutes after the polls opened.

A total of 715,528 Arkansans 


laid poll taxes. The Arkansas 
record is 406,572 in 1956. In l%0,

The polls opened at 8 a.m., 


close at 6:30 p.m. 


In Little Rock, the pilot of a 


lelicopter used by Radio Station 
£MYO to monitor traffic during 
•ush hours made a pass over 
he polling places and reported 
extremely heavy turnouts. 


At one precinct about 50 per- 


sons were lined up outside. At 
another, traffic was blocked in 
x>th directions. All parking lots 
around one precinct were jam- 
med and voters were double 
parking on a narrow street. 


Berryville reported 
15.6 per 


cent of its eligible voters cast 
ballots in the first hour. 


In Jonesboro, lines of people 


stretched out of doors of almost 
every polling place. More than 
1,000 absentee ballots were cast 
in Craighead County, out of 16,- 
386 who paid poll taxes. 


The weather in Arkansas was 


favorable. Overcast skies were 
reported, but there was no rain. 
Temperatures were in the 50s. 


Fort Smith reported an ex - 


tremely heavy turnout. Election 
officials predicted a record 23,- 
000 votes, 3,000 more than in the 
1960 presidential election. A rec- 
ord 1,200 absentee ballots were 
cast in Sebastian County. 


Stuttgart reported 324 votes 


cast in the first hour — a 
heavier turnout than usual. In 
some precincts, voters were re- 
ported ignoring new cardboard 
voting booths and marking their 
ballots on tables as they have 
done for years. 


The voting booths were bought 


by county election commissions 
in many counties this year for 
the first time.

Yankee Club 
Now Owned 
by the CBS

NEW YORK (AP) — The New 


York Yankees have passed into 
the hands of CBS, Yogi Berra 
has put his contract in the 
hands of the Yankees and Whi- 
tey Ford has put his shoulder in 
the hands of surgeons.

kees by CBS became official 
Monday with only a terse, 54-
